The mine« 
produce the only uranium in Eu­ 
rope. Russians are said to have 
ousted Czechs from top places in 
the mines and installed their 
own engineers and scientists un­ 
der drastic security restrictions.

RUSSIAN TRADE 
TO BE SECRET 


Scheduled Announcement 
Of Shipments Celled 
Off By Sec. Sawyer 


(By AiMflatrtl Preui) 
WASHINGTON, June 9—United 
States policy on trade with Russia 
settled Into a “keep ’em guessing'’ 
phase today under strange circum­ 
stances. 
To the secrecy over what goods 
the Soviet Union will be licensed to 
buy here was added another puzzler: 
What, she actually has been allowed 
to get since the 0 . 9, clamped down 
on export licenses March 1. 
Plans for Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer to tell what American goods 
Russia has been getting recently — 
as a rough guide to what she can 
have in the future-—were cancelled 
abruptly yesterday. 
No reason was given for the can­ 
cellation, but it was learned author­ 
itatively th at Secretary of 
State 
Marshall made a personal call on 
Sawyer shortly 
before 
the 
plans 
were changed. 
At a news conference a little later, 
microphones whoch had been set up 
to record for radio use an expected 
statem ent by Sawyer, were requested 
removed because “no statem ent will 
be read.”

Weary Senators Brace For 
Another Long Session 
On Idea 


(Bjr »amort«ted P m «) 
WASHINGTON, June 9—Weary 
senators embroiled In a new draft- 
civil right« fight today faced their 
third straight night session In a 
drive to speed the measure to an

In its second overtime session 
teat night, the senate adopted an 
amendment to limit

Service law to two years instead ox 
live as originally proposed. 
Approves Alien Amendment 
Earlier it approved a provision to 
permit 25,000 aliens to serve in 
American aimed forces here and 
abroad. At the end of five years 
the ioreigners would qualify for 
U. S. citizenship.

Only four years ago the manpower and wealth 
of the Allies were consecrated to the complete defeat 
of the Oerman reich. 
The goal was reached. 
Germany surrendered un­ 
conditionally, a lutned nation. 
Today the victors, having divided the spoils, are 
trying to get rid of the headache that followed 
Germany’s destruction. 
The Western Allies now are proposing political 
reconstruction of western Germany, to hasten Its 
economic reconstruction. 
Having discovered twice 
In this century that they cannot live with a strong, 
united Germany, they also have discover« ! twice that 
they cannot live with a weak, disorganized Germany. 
The question 1* whether they can help Germany to re­ 
construct Itself without paying the penalty of a third 
great war to curb the militarism that seems to be

Inevitable 
consequence 
of 
German 
strength. 
France, particularly, Is skeptical, having been over­ 
run three times since 187 0 by a strong Germany. 
On the other side of the question is the hard fact 
that Europe without a high rate of German produc­ 
tion is an area doomed to a relatively low standard 
of living. 
It Is an area plagued, moreover, by the 
danger that has beset Its various governments for 
centuries — the encroachment of Asiatic influence. 
German resourcefulness and production are Europe’s 
best guarantee of security against Russian expansion 
to the west, but a guarantee that carries with It the 
danger of German expansion. 
■ . This dilemma was to have been averted after World 
war II by a plan of cooperative security in which 
Russia would forego expansion In return for guar­ 
antees of Its own security. 
That plan was rejected 
by the Kremlin, which preferred to make its own 
security on Its own terms. 
The Marshall plan then 
was proposed as tlw? obvious alternative. 
It was in­ 
tended to give Europe security Independently of Rus­ 
sia, a goal that could be attained only by reviving Ger­ 
many’s productivity at the risk of reviving German 
nationalism.

IT is thought that every year 30,- 
000 to 4 0,000 people arfe added to 
the 
thousands 
already 
suffering 
from undulant fever in this coun­ 
try. 
For them it is news, indeed, that 
cure for this disease apparently 
has been found in a combination of 
streptomycin, the new germ-fignt- 
tng drug which comes from earth 
mold, together with one of the sulia 
drugs called sulfadiazine. 
So far reports have been made 
only on nine patients who were 
given this treatment; all have re­ 
covered completely. 
f4 Wther of the drugs alone, nor 
shy other 
treatment, 
seems 
to 
have given as good results. 
The treatment was effective both 
in the acute cares and in those case» 
in which the disease has been pres­ 
ent for a long time. 
Furthermore, the combination of 
drugs was 
also effective 
against 
complications of 
undulant 
fever, 
such as Inflammation of the spine. 
Greatly Improved 
The 
treatment 
was 
developed 
when one patient, who has been 
given streptomycin, improved great­ 
ly 
until 
the 
streptomycin 
was 
stopped and 
the 
undulant 
fever 
germs were again* found 
in 
the 
blood. 


Laboratory 
tests showed there 
germs were sensitive to sulfadia­ 
zine. 
Hence, this drug was given to the 
patient. His fever 
rapidly 
disap­ 
peared and no more undulant fever 
germs were found in the blood. Fur­ 
ther tests were carried out with 
combinations of 
five 
sulfonamide 
drugs, penacillin and streptomycin. 
The best results were obtained 
with the streptomycln-sulfadlazine 
mixture. 
Malta Fever 
Undulant fever, also known as 
Malta fever. Is usually contracted 
t*y human beings from contact with 
uifected animals. 
But it may at times also be con­ 
tracted by drinking*raw milk from 
infected cows and goats. 
In undulant fever, there are such 
symptoms as attacks of fever, to­ 
gether with fatigue 
and 
loss 
of 
weight. 
There are various tests which can 
be carried out to make a diagnosis 
of this disease. One of these tests 
is known as the aggultination test. 
It Is done by mixing some of the 
blood serum from the patient with 
a culture of the germs which pro­ 
duce the disease, and noting whetn- 
er the seranun causes clumping of 
the germs

The Pres­ 
ident will have to do that, if he sees 
fit." 
In that way congress would put 
the whole load 
on the President 
for starting the draft. 
To put it another way: Congress 
would b e leaving it up to the Prea- 


i ident to decide whether a draft 
Its really necessary, 
i 
There are plenty of people in 
congress who argue against any draft 
b ill at all. 
Each house is considering a slight­ 
ly different b ill. One b ill was put 
together 
try the house armed ser­ 
vices committee, the other b y the 
senate armed services committee. 
Both b ills are the result of a lot 
of work, soul-searching and mind- 
changing b y b oth committees. 
Last year, for instance, and this 
year, too, b oth committees were con­ 
sidering b ills for compulsory mili­ 
tary training, not a regular draft. 
(Compulsory 
military 
training 
would take in youths—say 18 to 22— 
b ut draft would take in those and 
older men, too, lor regular service.) 


THEN THIS’ year President Tru­ 
man stepped in. The world was Jit­ 
tery. He haid he needed a draft 
to b uild up our armed services— 
just in case. 
W ithout going Into details—b e­ 
cause congress may make chances 
b afore all is finished—here, b riefly, 
is what the b ills would do: 
The senate— 
All men, 18 to 26, would have to 
register. Men 18 to 19 could volun­ 
teer for one year’s military train­ 
ing. b ut not outside the United 
States. 
And men 19 to 26 could b e drafted 
for two years’ service. 
The house-- 
All'men, 18 to 26, would have to 
register. But only men 19 to 26 
could b e drafted. They’d b e drafted 
for two yeans. 
Under b oth b ills most veterans 
would b e ex empted. 
Both house almost certain to wind 
up passing different b ills. If that 
happens, then— 
They'll have to get together and 
agree on one b ill. All that takes 
time.

was 
talking 
with newspapermen in Berlin the 
other day when he dropped a re­ 
mark that must have polled even 
those professional shock ab sorb ers. 
He put it into two sentences: 
Yet those two sentences prob ­ 
ab ly are more Important than all 
the thousands of words that went 
into, and accompanied, the recom­ 
mendations for unifying Germany 
which were announced 
yesterday. 
This is what General Sir Brian Rob - 
erston told the correspondents: 
.iust as we are a Christian, Civ­ 
ilized people, the Germans are also 
a Christian, civilized people. They 
should b e treated accordingly.” 


ASSUMING THAT the general 
was ex pressing official British pol­ 
icy—and it would b e difficult to as­ 
sume otherwise considering his po­ 
sition— that is a statement of tre­ 
mendous magnitude. General Rob ­ 
ertson is the head of the British 
control commission in Germany. 
Before moving on to the meaning 
of this, and its implications, let 
your mind go b ack three years to 
the summer of 19 45. 
In entering 
Germany, General 
Elsenhower announced: “We come 
as conq uerors not as lib erators,” 
American soldiers were forb idden 
to "fraternize,’’ as the saying was, 
with German girls. At that time, 
German girls were neither “Chris­ 
tians” nor “civilized.” 
At Dachau and Auschwitz, the 
corpses were found, piled up like 
cordwood.and the crematories evi­ 
dence of chamb ers where so many 
died. And the four powers were rush­ 
ing to estab lish the trib unal that fi­ 
nally b rought Goerlng and Keitel 
and the others to Nuernb erg, 
That was only three years ago. 


BUT TODAY, if General Rob ert­ 
son’s statement can b e taken as 
a statement of policy, all thU is 
past, done and forgotten. W hat’s 
more. It is forgiven. The German 
people, as of today, stands ab solved 
of all war guilt. Henceforth, they 
ore to b e treated as eq uals. 
It seems very unlikely that this 
was an 
isolated 
pronouncement, 
more prob ab ly it is 
directly 
con­ 
nected with the announcement of 
the London conference recommen­ 
dation for Germany. 
The conference has concluded that 
“German reconstruction is casen - 


tial to the well b eing of Europe.” 
That Is, and has b een since the 
end of the war, an inescapab le fact. 
Germany always has b een the b ig 
wheel in the Industrial machinery 
of Europe. 
The conference also noted that 
Germany needs a responsib le Ger­ 
man government.

General Electric 
Offers Pay Raises 


NEW YORK. June 9—The Gen­ 
eral Electric Company offered a 
general 8 per cent wage increase to­ 
day to the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers (CIO), re­ 
presenting 
125,000 GE employes 
throughout the country. 
xAt the same time, It turned down 
two alternative union porposals for 
wage settlements based on patterns 
set by the automobile industry— 
an 11-cent hourly wage Increase 
geared to cost of living and a flat 
13-cent hourly wage increase. 
The company said the 8 per cent 
would amount to a wage increase 
of from 9 to 15 cents an hour and 
that the. increases would be made 
in proportion to the skills of the 
workers involved. 
The company rejected a cost of 
living wage formula on the ground 
that GE pay had more than kept 
pace with price increases since 1940.
